3. In light of the foregoing, we would like to recommend that you 
follow your own suggestion and discuss this general problem with Governor 
Sherman Adams. This would certainly help to clear the air and give us 
3oae idea of his conception of the role of the Bureau of the Budget ver- 
sus that of the President* a loard of Consultants, The very existence 
of the Board would seem to obviate the necessity for any other group to 
'"aka substantive judgments about our activities. Depending upon the out- 
come of your talk with Governor Adams, you might then want to consider 
the advisability of raising the problem with ".•.he Board in order to obtain 
their thinking and advice.
